The 


paper mill itself will be located just 


south and west of the pulp mill on the 


bench of ground now covered with a 


stock pile. 
Tho pulp mill and tho pa 


per mill together will employ about 125 


men and probably half a dozen girls. 


The date of commencing work is as 


yet u n d e c i d e d , but as there is to be much 


piling and other work done th a t can 


best be done when the river is frozen it 


is not expected th a t much will bo done 


before winter. 
It will necessitate the 


sh u ttin g down of the pulp mill for eight 


or nine months during the enlargement 


of th a t plant. 


It is sai«i to be a s yet undecided as to 


w hether to run the machinery in the 


paper mill by steam or by electricity 


generated by waterpower. 
T h e paper 


mill will manufacture news print paper 


only. 


It is estimated that the work on the 


dam, flume and buildings will furnish 


work for two or three hun d red men for 


several months when the im provements 


are started.

Erection of the Dam 


WOULD CONTROL THE WATERS 


Instecla of Causing More Fluctu­ 


ation He States the Dam 


Would Prevent It 


Gentlemen:- I have read with some 
interest 
the 
communication of Col. 
Freeman Thorpe, of 
Hubert Lake, in 
opposition to the proposed government 
improvement of G ull lake. 
As this in 
provement 
of (lu ll lake would 
not 
effect Hubert lake in tho least, some 
may wonder why it should bo so strenu 
ously opposed by residents of Hubert 
lake. 
I have not the least interest in 
tho matter except as an owner of land 
on G ull 
lnke. 
At first I was strongly 
opposed to this improvement because I 
did not then understand it. 
Hut after 
a careful investigation, I came to the 
conclusion 
that 
it would be a good 
thing for the community in general 
if 
the government would spend 8100,OOO 
or more in making that 
improvement 
and I gave what right of way tho gov­ 
ernment wanted on my land, 
free for 
that purpose, because the general bene­ 
fit to tho community at largo from mak­ 
ing the improvement and the expendi­ 
ture of that large sum of money in the 
locality is of far greater 
importance 
than tho land that would bo overflowed. 
And tho small tracts of land on which 
the government desires the right of way 
are generally swampy and of little or no 
value. 
More than twenty years ago the 
government started a plan 
for tim im ­ 
provement of the lakes along the upper 
M ississippi river by putting in dams so 
as to maintain the water at as nearly an 
even stage as could be done and by also 
enlarging the outlets so that in time of 
floods the surplus water would run off 
quickly and uniformly ami do as little 
damage 
as 
possible. 
The idea was 
originated by congress may years ago 
to prevent overflows 
along the lower 
Mississippi. 
The river there 
runs in 
a trough of its own making so that tho 
water for many miles is far above the 
adjacent country ami with high water 
the banks give way and millions of acres 
of rich plantations are inundated. 
Tho 
Mississippi river is said to run up bill, 
as its mouth is 
several 
hundred feet 
farther from 
the 
center of the earth 
than Resource, 
This may have some­ 
thing to do with the water piling up in 
the channels until it bursts the banks 
and floods the 
surrounding 
country. 
Congress could not 
deepen the ditch 
nor make tho banks strong enough to 
hold the high water, and the next best 
thing was the plan to impound a por­ 
tion of the water near the head of the 
river and give the surplus 
water, 
in 
time of floods, an opportunity to run off 
quickly 
and 
gradually. 
It was not a 
schema of the lumbermen, but of course 
they made such use of it as they could. 
G ull lake was included in that system 
and in IS S I the government made a care­ 
ful survey of that lake and surrounding 
country. 
In 1895 another 
survey was 
made and in November 1905 additional 
levels were taken. 
A ll that the govern­ 
ment asks is the privilege of expending 
a large sum of money 
in this locality 
and the right to raise anil maintain the 
water at a stage not exceeding thirty- 
inches above what it was at low water 
mark in November 1905. 
I am inform­ 
ed by those who 
know the lake well 
and have examined it carefully, that the 
water this summer is at just about the 
stage where the government wishes to 
maintain it, and they all agree that the 
lake was never in so fine a condition as 
it is this summer. 
About twenty years 
ago, the government acquired what was 
thought to be all 
the right of way 


that was needed, but on making subse­ 
quent surveys and because of abundant 
caution, 
a few scattering tracts were 
found, amounting in all to some five or 
six hundred acres, on which the right of 
way is still desired. 
One of the condi­ 
tions for making tho 
improvement is, 
that the right of way on these remain­ 
ing tracts must be 
obtained 
without 
cost to the government as no provision 
was made for paying for the right of 
way, and this is the reason 
why the 
matter was referred 
to the patriotic 
Commercial club of the city of Hrainerd 
to assist in getting the 
improvement 
started. 
Colonel Thorpe says that with the 
dam, the fluctuation in tho water level 
would bo from high water up to very 
high. 
Hut thirty inches above the low 
water mark of last November is not. 
high water for Gull lake. 
I he present 
outlet is very badly choked and ob­ 
structed with logs and stoned put in 
thoro many years ago in building log­ 
ging dams. 
The outlet is vor^ narrow 
and at ordinary stages the water Hows 
over these old logs about eighteen inches 
to two feet deep, and in time of heavy 
rains the water cannot get out and 
raises rapidly from three to five feet, 
and this is what overflowers the low­ 
lands and meadows. 
The government 
dam would be placed lower down, some­ 
where near the old lower dam, and the 
top of the dam would necessarily have 
to be three or four times as long as the 
present outlet and the old logs and 
stones would have to be cleared out at 
this lake shore so that the surplus wa 
ter could pass out freely and quickly in 
time of heavy rains, and the dam wonld 
boa benefit instead of a detriment in 
wet seasons. 
Colonel Thorpe thinks 
that high water would cause the ex 
pending ice to push the sloping shores 
up into tho ridges and destroy the bath­ 
ing and boat landing beaches. 
B u t it is 
in time of low 
water, that the ice at­ 
taches itself to the sloping shores and 
shoves them up into the ridges, 
lf the 
water is high the ice cannot get hold of 
the sloping shores and arc not so likely 
to be injured by the ice as when tile 
water is low. 
The Gull lake dam would 
not affect the water in Hubert lake and 
could make no difference with the ice in 


that lake in any event. 
He says that 
a1 really fully one thousand people come 
to the lakes in his vicinity for the sum­ 
mer, and he seems to fear that some­ 
thing might keep them away. 
Surely 
if the dam would destroy Gull lake as 
he tries to argue, then the summer 
visitors would not leave Hubert lake to 
go to Gull lake. 
Hut if this dam would 
improve 
G ull lake and give it a more 
stable and even stage of water, it might 
then attract the summer people from 
other localities; and in this regard each 
locality must stand on its merits. 
It is 
not a cent to me one way or the other, 
excepting as an owner of land on Gull 
lake. 
Hut I would like to see one hun­ 
dred thousand dollars or more of gov­ 
ernment money expended in this local 
ity. 
I 
think it would be beneficial to 
the whole community, Hubert lake in­ 
cluded. 
W e have paid our full propor­ 
tion of the government revenues freely 
and cheerfully for many years and it is 
only fair ami just that some of it should 
be expended in our locality. 
The right 
of way which the government still de­ 
sires is a mere trifle and with that ob­ 
tained we are assured that the work 
would be commenced at once. 
W e all 
have to concede a little for the general 
good. 
Hulling and hauling in opposite 
directions never builds up a locality. 
Hut harmony and a little concerted 
action can make this beautiful Park 
Region, what nature designed it to bo. 
the most delightful resort in America.

held this position until 1881. when, at 
tile expiration of Ins term, he moved 
with his family to Minnesota and se t­ 
tled at Fergus Falls. 


Cole's Business Ventures. 


T he first two years Mr. Cole was in 
Fergus Fails he was engaged in the 
real estate business and the two years 
following lie owned a grocery store. 
At the end of th a t time he became 
interested 
in a general 
mercantile 
business, but here disaster overtook 
him. 
Soon after locating in Fergus 
Falls he had signed notes with friends 
aggregating 
m any thousand dollars, 
the burden of which he was at th a t

get lier with the fact that his property 
consisted of non-productive city real 
estate, on which, owing to the de­ 
pressed mark t, lie* could not realize, 
made it impossible for him to m eet 
his obligations and failure resulted. 
His creditors, realizing the burdens 
which carried him down, at once cam e 
to his relief with offers of voluntary 
settlements and in throe months lie 
was again doing business. 
In April, I SOO, lie moved to Motley, 
where his business rapidly expanded 
and 
where, 
th rough resoure 
aine ,s 
and untiring energy, lie succeeded in 
the various enterprises In which, in 
this new country, he thought it profit­ 
able to engage. 
While he was thus 
annually increasing the volume of his 
business he was at the same time 
paying off his former creditors. 
Since 
his enterprises have been successful 
he lias paid out many thou and 
Pil­ 
lars to reim burse men who had signed 
away their legal claims upon him. 
in 181*5 
Mr.. Cole opened 
Lea neb 
stores iii Bequot and Walker. 
In I SUS 
he opened ano th e r branch store in 
Akeley and iii limb he started a bauk 
in Walker. 
In all of these enterprises 
the business was large and profitable. 
He has since, however, reduced his 
open at ions to two stores, one at Ake­ 
ley and tile o th er at I’oquot.

His W o :k 
in the 
Legislature. 


Mr. Cole’s 
public carcer may 
be 
said to have begun with hi, election 
to the state hows** of representatives 
in 1902. 
l b 1 applied to the conduct 
of public affairs the same practical 
and systematic methods and the sam e 
energy and perseverance which had 
made him successful in business. 
He 
had not been long a member of the 
legislature in 1903 before he acquired 
the reputation of being one of the 
hardest workers and most efficient 
m em bers in it, or before his colleagues 
began to appreciate tile powers of his 


2onstructiv« mind and the benefit his 
s e r v ic e s were to th e state by reason 
of his ca p a city , his ripe ju d gm en t and 
his untiring 
in d u s tr y in transacting 
the business o f 
tile session. 
W h a t 
gave him the g r e a t e s t p rom in en ce in 
th a t legislature, however, was a 1*111 
introduced by him providing for the 
taxation of lo g s in th e counties wh*’r * 
they were cut. 
In seeking evidence 
lr supjxirt of h is contention that the 
hill should become a law he discov­ 
ered 
that under 
th e then ex! ting 
stat lites it was difficult, if not impos­ 
sible, to locate the ownership of half 
the logs in such a way that they 
(Quid be placed upon the tax roll and 
that in the city of Minneapolis it had 
long been the custom to tax only one 
l a it the logs that the assessoi found 
w< re owned thoro. 
T h e bill pa;--* d 
th e house after one of the hindi J 
fought battles of the session and, al­ 
though defeated in the senate, the 
exposures made by Mr. Cole have re­ 
sulted in 
tile most 
glaring of 
the 
abuses being corrected. 
The lumber­ 
men, however, took notice of his per­ 
nicious activity and resolved to pun­ 
ish him for it. 
In tile following elec­ 
tion whenever in the district where 
there was a saw mill in operation 
there was a m a rk e d falling off in the 
Cole vote. 


Cole and the Lumbering Interests. 


In December, 1901, after 
he had 
been elected the second 
time. Mr. 
Cole wrote an open letter to the press, 
which was published in th *1 Twin City 
j apers, in which ho said: 
"Another question which seems to 
demand very serious consideration is 
the method of disposing of stat 
t i m ­ 
ber lands. 
U n d e r th e laws now upon 
the statute books th e state lands a re 
appraised 
by th e residents of 
th e 
county in which the lands are situated. 
These appraisers are temporarily e m ­ 
ployed at insufficient wages and til*1 
easiest way to earn their money is 
the one most liable to be adopted. 
Often the appraisal is made without 
viewing the lands and tracts covered 
with valuable sapling pine have been 
sold at $5 per acre.” 
In th a t letter Mr. Cole advised that 
the appraisal be m ade 
in part by 
cruisers appointed by the state audi­ 
tor, whose ten u re of office depends 
upon accuracy and efficiency. 
Con­ 
forming to this suggestion a law was 
enacted at the last session of the leg­ 
islature providing that 
one of tho 
appraisers should 
be selected horn 
th e s ta te ’s best cruisers. 
This law 
g u arantees to tile people of tile state 
th a t each piece or parcel of land has 
been thoroughly examined by the a p ­ 
praisers, as the law all along has con­ 
templated. and in consequence of its 
enactm ent large sum s of money have 
been saved to the state. 
Mr. Cole was a member of a s u b ­ 
committee of the house which drafted 
a bill which is now a law. which p ro ­ 
vides that stealing of 
timber from 
state land shall never outlaw and also 
provides for a reward, not to exceed 
$2 t)(L to he pa|d to any person fur­ 
nishing evidence leading to the con 
viction of any one found guilty of 
stealing standing timber from sta te 
lands. 
Not in tw enty years, and per­ 
h a p s not in th e history of legislation 
of the state, has any person intro­ 
duced so many bills or aided in the 
enactm ent of so m a n y laws to safe­ 
guard tile state against timber tr e s ­ 
pass and to cause the lumbering inter­ 
e sts of the state to pay their fair 
share of taxes. 


State Development Measures. 


In the session of 1905 Mr. Cole was 
successful In securing the passage of 
J other important legislation which he 
had outlined in 1903 and which from 
that time he was persistent in bring­ 
ing to the attention of the house an i 
t lit? people of the state. 
The Cole i m ­ 
migration 
law was 
really his 
first 
move in the direction of that well d e ­ 
fined 
policy 
of 
sta te 
development 
which has come to be associated with 
his name. 
Its purpose is to advertise 
th e state lands widely among horn*- 
seekers at home and abroad and to 
dispose of them only to actual settlers, 
who are required to cultivate them. 
T h e result of its operation has been 
to attract wide attention to our unoc­ 
cupied lands, to secure a larger a t­ 
tendance at the periodical land sales, 
to 
break 
up speculators’ combines 
and to got a better price for the lands 
sold. 
Auditor Iverson is on record as 
saying that, had the law been passed 
years ago, it would have saved mil­ 
lions of dollars to the state funds. 
It 
h a s already put h u ndreds of thousands 
of dollars in the sta te treasury more 
than would have been received under 
the old law. 
Mr. Cole gave Ills attention during 
his service in the legislature to d ra in ­ 
age legislation and is the author of 
th e bill for the comprehensive system 
which has been inaugurated in this 
state. 
He was an ardent advocate of 
th e good roads movement, aided in 
perfecting our election laws and gave 
his support""to every measure passed 
by the legislature designed to control 
the operation of railroads and other 
corporations in the interest of 
Hie 
pec'ple. 
He also voted for the adop­ 
tion of a 2-eont passenger rate and 
for the a n t ip a s s and reciprocal de­ 
m u rra g e 
hills, 
which 
unfortunately 
frere not enacted into laws. 
It is characteristic of Mr. Cole t h a t 
whatever he docs he does with all His 
might. 
In endeavoring to secure su p ­ 
port for tile m easures he favored his 
industry was untiring and his efforts 
Indefatigable. 
His 
enthusiasm 
in ­ 
spired confidence and his methods at 
o n c e insured 
success and added to 
his 
growing 
circle of 
friends and 
ad m irers. 
Cole the Citizen.

what aid the county was willing to 
furnish. 
A local company in one case 
projiosed to give one-half if the com ­ 
munity would m a k e up the other half. 
Cole put himself down at once for one- 
half the sum rem aining—as much as 
the rest together. 
In such m a tters he 
gives his time as well as his money. 
If there is any m eeting on public af­ 
fairs when he is at home he is sure 
to be there to help push along w hat­ 
ever project Is under consideration. 
W ith equal liberality he contributes 
to tho support of churches in the little 
town. 
Tile church affiliations of the 
Cole family are Methodist or Congrtv 
gational. as th** local means of grace 
m ay 
furnish, but in giving to the 
churches lie is equally liberal to all 
denominations. 


Personal Characteristics. 


Mr. Cole’s tastes anil habits are 
simple. 
Outside of the business he is 
a domestic man, and home is where 
he spends his evenings as far as his 
business will let him. 
His tastes and 
indulgences are so simple that the 
anecdotes 
which 
usually 
cluster 
around a man in public lit*1 are in his 
case hard to find. 
“ A. L. Cole is all for business.” is 
the epitome furnished by one friend 
a tte r another. 
Ilia life is business. 
His am usem ent is hard work. 
His 
diversion is chasing from one place of 
business to another. 
He comes in at 
evening from an outside town where 
business calls him, goes direct to His 
store and puts iii a busy hour ^r two 
with his m an ag er; thence straig h t to 
his family, and out again next, morning 
as soon as tho train leaves. 
Only in the last year or two, as his 
circumstances became easter, he lins 
learned to give a little time to play 
and get diversion otherwise than in 
his business pursuits.

launch is as busy as a hotel bus.
